And inthis ſort was Damaſcene eſtabliſhed 
by the authoritie of the Emperour Yelentinian, 
And not long after, there occurred the like diui« 
ſion ,betwcene Enlalius and Bonifacius, and great 
ſedition was raiſed within the Cittic of Rome vp- 
ponthis occaſion,and Symachss the Gouernour 
not beingable to appeale or ſet downeanie order 
for theſame, inthe ende bythe meere authoritie 
and power 1mperiall of the Emperour Henorias, 
Boniface was made Pope. This dignitic having 
bene before, as it were ſequeſtred for the time, by 
the Emperour , and committed to the Biſhop 
of Spoſeti,that then was during the feaſt of Eaſter, 
And fo there grew then diuiſlton betweene Syma- 
chus and Laurentius : the which king Theodorick, 
making knowne,inan aſſemblic heldeat Ravenna, 
hee confirmed Symachus, | 

And afterwardes the cauſe of fciſme ceaſing, 
to preuent the tumult and diſorder that might 


grow therypon , the Empzronr was alwaies wont 


inſuch clections tobeepreſert. Anditcameto 
this point, that an cle&tion of the Pope , made by 
the people and Cleargic, was notauayleable , ex= 
cept it were ratified and confirmed by the Empe- 
rour-in that hee eleed, durſi notproceedeto his 
conſecration , without the Princes will and con-

«This maner of proceeding continued, while the | 


daics of the Emperour Con/tantine,the z:who bee» 
ing mooued by the good and holie lite of Pope Be- 
nedict,2. which was in the yeareg,586, helear vnto 
him a conſtitution, by which it wasordained & de- 
creed,thatwhoſocuer afterwardsſhold be choſen, 
by the cleargic and people of Rowe, he was incon+ 
tinentlyto bee reputed for the true Vicar of Jeſus 
Chriſt, without attending therein the authoritie 
of the Emperour of Conſtantinople , or. ofthe Ex: 
acque of Itatie ,relidentin Ravenna. 

Afterwards in the yeare 773. Pope Haarianthe 
firſt, in the counſell of 7 ateran, wherin there was 
r 53. Biſhops aſſembled inthe Church of Saint Sa» 
#ionr in Rome, with their aduiſe and conſent, gaue 
the power of cleing and choofing pope to Char- 
lemaine King of France,who was afterwards made 
Empcrour, fordriuing the Lombaras out of 1talie ; 
But this continued no long time , becaufe after 
that the Emperour Loys the deboxnaire Sonne to 
(barlemaine,relcaſed this royall prerogatiue,inthe 


daycsof pope Paſchallthe firſt , and remyſedynto - 


the cleargic, and people of Rome, the full and free 
power of creating andeleQing of Popes, which 
continued and tooke place, for along time after. 
But pope, Leo 8.hauing bin maintained intheſcate 
witharmes,by theEmperour 0thothe 1.in recom- 
pence of his benefit, and being offended with the 
1a:onſtancic & mutability of the peopleghetran( 
ferged all. the authoritic of creating and making 
popes, vntothe perſon of the Empcrour 0tho the 
I.aboutthe yeare, 963,

"Othos ſucceſſors vied this authoritie and priui+ 
ledgerilthe time ofthe Emperour Hepry the 4.vn- 
der whom pope Gregory the 7: called before Hilde- 
brand: who was choſen inthe yeare 1073.ſurren- 
dredthe ſame prerogartiue again, vnto the clergie, 
and — of Rome, and preſently after, pope P4- 
ſchall 2, havingremiſed it intothe handes of the 
Emperour, Henry, hee incontinently afterreuo- 
ked the ſame againe. 

Inthe yeare 509. Pope Nicholas 2. inthecoun- 
ſell of Zatran. 4. made a Decree touching the cle- 
ion of Popes, importing thus much:thatfirſtthe 
Cardinall Biſhops would-treate amongſt them- 
{clues ofthe clefion,conferring afterwardes with 
the other Cardinalles about the ſame , and ſo the 
election by them made;to beapprooued and con» 
ſented vntobyall the people, and cleargie of Rome, 
vfing theſe words : Yr Cardinalis Epiſcopidiligentiſe 

ſame ſimul de elettione traftantes , mox ('hriſti clericos 

Cardinales adhibeant : ſicq, reliquns clerns,  populus 
ad conſenſum noueeleclionis accedat : And yet forall 
this, the 'Emperors would not afterwards giue vp 
this theirright,and pretention, as we haue betore 
declared, And then bylittleandlittle this prero» 
gatiuve cameto the hands of ſo many Cardinalles 
onclie , as well thoſe that were Biſhops , as others, 
that were Prieſts and Deacons. 

Artlaſt, Gregorie 1 >, inthe Counſell of Lyons, in 
the yeare 1274.inſtitured the manner of the Popes 
cletion, by the Cardinalles: which were all to 


bee ſhutte and encloſed in one place, called the

*Conclaue,inthetowne where the precedEt pope 
ſhoulddepar : ſo that no body might goein, nor 
come out, or conferre , by letters , meſſengers , or 
otherwiſe, with the ſame Cardinalles, while they 
hadcreateda Pope, to whome they brought, and 
deliuered their ordinarie refeRion at a window : 
And if inthe ſpace of three dayes ſithence their 
entrance, they had not agreed vppon an election, 
it is ſaid, that for fue daies after,they wereto haue 
but onely one diſheatdinner, orſupper : Andaf- 
ter this, ifthey yet continued longer without ma- 
king an eleQion,they were to haue nothing given 
them, but bread, wine, and water, while they had 
choſen a Pope : Afterthe deceaſe of the pope, 
they were todefetretheir ſeſſhon for ro. dayes, to 
expcAR,andattend fortheablſent Cardinalles, be- 
forethey entredinto the Conclaue : Although 


notwithſtanding,entrance wasnor forbidden the, 


ſothey came afterward, the matterbeing yet en» 


tire, and not treated of. The ſame was confirmed 


by Pope Clement the 5: who by his conſtitution 
forbad that ſuch a forme ſhould not be corrected, 
changed, nor altered bythe Cardinallsin Sede Ya: 
cante , andthatnothing might be addedortaken 
fromit, inanyſortwhatſocuer : But by 2 Bu/lof 
Pope Clement thes. there was ſome moderation, 
as wel forthe forme of the Conclaue,wherinthe 

were permitted to make ſeparations , &to furnith 
celles for cache Cardinall, with tapiſtries onely, as 
forthe meatethey weretohaue broughtthem, It 
remaincth therfore, that wee alittle moreparticu- 
- larlie touchetheforme,andorder, which is ſed at

Reſently after the Pope is departed , yeaand 
cuen whenthey ſee , or thatthey haue aduer-

caſt, the Cardinalls whicharethen in Rowe,aſſeme 
ble togetherin the priuy Conſiſtory,to conſult for 
the gouernment of the towne , and to prouidefor 
theaffairesof the vacancie: &then the {cate being 
vacant,theyareapparelled in Ceque/?s Rochettes , 8 
Mozzettes without Copes,in figne of /uriſdjction, 
the p_ ofthe towneall iu armes,guarde at the 
atesof the Cittie, the CardinallsPallaccs,and in 
other quarters, 

The day after the Cardinalles reafſemble toge- 
therin the ſameplace,for the likecfteR,and to de- 
termineof ſuch affaires as then occurre, as alſo to 
prouide, forthe preparation & adopting of that 
whichis neceſſarie forthe holdingof Conclaue. 

Afterwards they carriethe corps of the decca- 
fed Pope ordinarilie into F, Peters Church, exce pt 
the departed pope,made choice of his ſepultur in 
fomeorher place. Thertoall the Cardinalles pre» 
ſentially aſſiſt, which areattheaflemblie; the dead 
body is reueſted with Pontifical ornaments,& laid 
ypona bedſtead inthe Church,or ſome chapell of 
the ſame, where the peaple come &kiſle his feete,

the veſtric of Saxt Peters, wherin the Princes Ems 
baſſadors do vie to enter, making their remonſtra- 
tions, & motions touching the Eleion to be per- 
formed, During thevacancie, the great Cham- 
berlain;goucrns Rome. But ſotheris no expedition 
nor diſpatch ofany thing admitted inthe Apoſto. 
licall Chancetie, while there be anew Pope. And 
in briefe, as ſoone as the Pope hath yeelded vp his 
breath,the Vice.chaccler taketh the Balls or Seales, 
cauſerh the publiquely to be broken, rafed out, 8& 
that ſide to be taken away of them,wheron the de- 
ccaſed Popes name was written, ſothat they can 
notbeſealed withall. Andtheother ſide wheron 
are grauen the heads of Saint Peter and Paule, they 
wrap within alinnencloth, which helayeth vpin 
ſome cal ket, with his ſeale, & c6mitteth them in» 
tothe handsof the Chamberlaine. Whoſe office, 
together, with that of the Penitentiaries, continu- 
eth during thewacaxcy: And ifthey ſhould chance 
to die , the Cardinalles might diſcharge theſame, 
for therime onely of ſuch aYacaxcie, | 

Ninedayes after the Popes death , they cele- 
bratethe Maſſe of the Holy Ghoſt , and beeing fini- 
ſhed with ſinging the Hymne, Yeni ſanite Spiritus, 
they enterintothe Conclaue.

To the which Conclaue, the 
chappell of Paulne,& the great Royall Hall abutt, 
andare adioyning, beeing as it were a partof the 
ſame, Thegates, lower windows, andall acceſſes, 
arc (omured,and cloſed vp, thatonecannot talke, 
or communicate with any of thoſe within, 
Whentheyareentred into the Conclaue,they 

aſſemble together in the chappell Pavline , where 
they conſulc of all things which concerns the go. 
uernment of the Conclaue, &the ſameday, they 
take the oaths of the Officers , depured for the 
guard ofthe Conchaue, as well of thoſe withour, 
asof them within. | 

At the beginning, after they are entred, the C6 + 
claue remains open, for ſome little time, and then

Canclaue, may have free entrance, 


And yetthis i3to be obſerued, that all Cardinalls- 


are not priuiledged to enter in,except they be By-

ſhops,Pricſts,or Deac6s,atthe leaſt;tor —_ 
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Subdeacons,hauc no voicetherin, norare admit. 
tedany entrance: And yet we finde that the Car- 
dinall of A»fri«, becing buta Subdeacon, entred 
into the Conclaue of Sextus 5. by rcalon of a wat- 
rant or briefe that hee had from Greg#172. 13, by 
meanesof which , it wasgraunted him, andthe 
which hee ſhewed and preſented , when they 
would haue denyed his entrance, 

Euery day the neceſlaric provittonis brought 
them, which they giuethem inata window,orby 
the wicket ofthe gate, before which there is treble 
garde, wherofthe neerefttothe gate, conſiſtes of 
the Prelatesthatarcin Rowe,who looke that none 
may communicate with thoſethat are incloſed in 
the Conclaue, and for this cauſe, they fearchethe 
Veſlells and platters, toſee whether there bee not 
any letters hidden in the ſame, 

Euery Cardinal within the conclaue, can haue 
no more, buttwomentoſcrue him , whomthey 
call Conclaxiſtes. 

Theconclaue being cloſcd , the day following 
the Deane of the Cardinalls after the celebrating 
of Maſle , adminiſtreth the holie Communion to 
all the Cardinalles. 

Afterthis the Conclaniftes aſſemblerogether, in 
the Chapel Pauline, beforethe maiſter of the Ceres» 
monies, whotaketh notice of them,and ſees whe- 
ther they do notexecute theirappointed number. 

Alloatthe beginning the maiſter ofthe ceremo- 
nics reades the Bull of Pjus 4, wherein itisexprel- 
ſed,thatthe Cardinalls entring intothe Conclaue, 
ſhould bee ſworne, | 

Eyery daye in Pautks Chappell, one of the Cardi- 
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nalls celebrates the Maſe of the Holy Ghoſt, and ſo 
they proceede to the eleftion. of the Pope: which 
| for the moſt part alfo is performed after two man- 
ners,one by Scrutinic,& the orher by Adoration, 
Theſcrutenie is heldafter this fort: euery Car. 
dinallwrites within a cercaine billet of paper, his 
yoice andchoice, andatthe end of Maſſe, he put- 
teth it into the greatchallice of Gold,which ſtan- 
deth vpon the Altar: Then al the billets are pow- 
red forth ypon a little table , which for this pur- 
poſc is ſer before the Altar: Thereare three of the 
Cardinalls, which inthe fight, and preſence of all 
| thereſt, vnfold theſe littlerulles, or billers, pro- 
nounciag aloude his name, who hath ſubſcribed 
tocuery of them , andthe Cardinalls write & ſet 
downe ina ſheetof paper, the niiberof the voices 
which cuery one hath, to know-who hath moſt. 
' Where by the way we muſt note,thatrochooſe, 
& create a Pope, there muſt c6curretwo thirds of 
al the Cardinals voices in the c6claue by the con- 
ftirutio of Pope Alexzder,z.ſcr downin the Chap, 
Licet de vitada deelettionein the Dectetals; Forif in 
ſuch a ſcrutenie,ther is notany one, with wh5 the

Notwithſtanding this forme of Adoration is 
not eſteemed by many, ſolawfull,'andauailcable 
as ſcrutenie: becauſe by meanes of contentions, 
and partialities, there may be ſome fraude or vio- 
lence committed therein, inthat the weaker fide 
may be drawneto Adoration by the example of 
thoſe more mightie,and thoſc fearful, induced by 
them morercſolute. And oftentimes it hapneth,

Some daies after, withgreat Pomp,and Magni- 
ficence, the new Pope i ts ſulemnely Crowned, in 
an eminent place , which is before the Porche of 
Sint Peters, vpon a ſcaffolde, richly adorned and 
ſerforth, and there is put vpon his head, the Hara, 
ortriple Crowne, called Regnum. 

Sigiſbert, and Aimoinns write, thatthis crowne 
being enriched with many precious ſtones,and 0- 
ther beautifull ornaments,and being ſentto C/owis 
King of France, bythe Emperour Amaſtace, Clovis 
ſentir againe, fora preſent and gift, tothe Church 
of Saint Peters in Rome, 

This Crowne is fet on the Popes head \by the 
chiefeſt of the Cardinall Deacons, to whom this 
office isappropriate,and then many othernotable 
Ceremonies are performed : and amongſt others, 
ſome putting fire to towe;crycth outaloude : Pa-

wasa thing which heno wayes contended after, 
but on the contrariceſtranged himſelfe from it as
